| Bxcellent Speech of Lord Napier at 
New York. 

Lord Napier’s first appearance before 
the people of the United States, as distin 
guished from what may be called the Court 
of America, was at a meeting of the St. 
George’s Society in New York ; and his 
countrymen have no reason to blush for 
the anpearance he made there Sound 
sense and manly feeling characterised his 
address, and while it was obviously his de- 
sire, as it was his duty, to conciliate the 
good will of those whom he addressed, he 
did not forget what was due either to his 
own country or to the profession to which 
he belongs. In responding to the toast of 
Her Majesty's Ministers and representa- 
tives on this Continent,” his lordship said 
— Gentlemen, —I beg to offer you my 
sincere and cordial thanks for the honor 
which you have done me in associating my 
name with the toast and with the health 
of ‘Her Majesty’s Ministers.’ The office 

which I have the happiness to fill, and in 
which you have done me the honour to 
wish me well, is one which has been fa- 
miliar to my hopes and wishes from a very 


may still maintain that there is not a more 
gratefal, a more glorious, or a more use- 
fal ee than this employment, 
which I share with my venerable friend, 
the United States Minister in London 
the employment of holding aloft the en- 
signs of peace and friendship between the 
two great branches of the English race 
(loud cheers). I feel that I entered upon 
that employment here at a most auspicious 
period. [can assure you that I have 
met, upon the part of the President of the 
United States, upon the part of General 
Cass, upon the part of all the Ministers 
and functionaries of the United States 
with whom I have been brought into con- 
tact, every manifestation of that. cordial 
and friendly disposition which animates 
the government and the community of 
Great Britain (cheers). There are no 
questions involving any degree of anxiety 
or opprehension pending between the two 
countries (cheers}; and I am sometimes 
disposed to hope that the time may soon 
come when there will scarcely be any sub- 
jects of official co ndence at all 
(cheers). If I may not flatter myself with 
this agreeable prospect of official vacuity 
(laughter), if I must look forward to my 
fair and natural share of discussions and 
debates, surely, gentlemen, we have in the 
experience of the past the best grounds 
for believing that there can never be a 
question so difficult or socomplicated that 
it may not meet with a prompt, with a 
peaceful, and with an honorable solution 
(loud cheers). There are many questions 
atonce envenomed and alarming which 
have been settled in a pacific manner in 
our recent negotiations, Our eastern 
boundaries have been defined by one treaty. 
Our western boundaries have been settled 
by another. The disputed fisheries, which 
at one time threatened to embroil us, have 


bs. been converted, by the salatary engage- 


ments of reciprocity, into a source of mu- 
tual wealth. Finally, gentlemen, the 
question of the privileges of neutral trade, 
in time of war—that question which for 
so long was the constant cause of com- 
plaint and recriminations, has now ob- 
tained, by the spontaneous declarations of 
her Majesty’s Minister during the late hos- 
tilities, that liberal interpretation so often 
desired by the United States, and which 
no Government. of England hereafter will 
ever be inclined to revoke or repeal 
(cheers). Gentlemen, I am justified, then, 
in saying that hy an easy exercise of frank- 
ness, Of mutual forbearance and indul- 
gence, no question can arise between our 
countries which will not admit of an easy 
and an amicable settlement. But, gentle- 
men, I desire more than cordiality—I de- 
sire co-operation (cheers). Now, gentle- 
men, I do not wish to alarm the citizens 
of the United States who are here present 
by raising before their averted eyes the 
phantom of ‘entangling alliances’ (laugh- 
ter and cheers). Eutangling alliances, 
gentlemen, are a kind of political spectre, 
which seems to have descended with un- 
diminished terrors from the period of the 
Revolution to the present day. There 
may be mutual co-operation where there 
are no written eugagements; and, gentle - 
men, where the heart is wanting, there 
may be written engagements without mu- 
tual co-operation (cheers). All, then, 
that I wish to say is, that our respective 
governments should perpetually make an 
early and sincere declaration and avowal 
to each other of their views and intentions 
with respect to all subjects which involve 
e common interests of the two countries 
cheers), whereby they will have the bene- 
fit of mutual good offices and mutual coun- 
sel, and whereby they will be able to avoid 
those one-sided resolutions aud those start- 
ling announcements which are apt to dis- 
turb the confidence of commerce and cal- 
cnlated to excite the sensibilities and jeal- 
ousies of two high spirited nations (cheers).

The Aurora Borealis in Sweden. 
Bayard Taylor gives the following ex- 
| ceedingly graphie account of the appear- 
ance of this phenomenon in Sweeden : 

It was dark when we reached Ersnas, 
whence we had twelve miles to Old Luleaa, 
with tired horses, heavy roads, and a lazy 
driver. I lay down again, dosed as usual, 
and tried to forget my torments. So pass- 
ed three hours ; the night had long set in, 
with a clear sky, 13 deg. below zero, and 
a sharp wind blowing. All at once an 
exclamation from Braisted aroused me. 
I opened my eyes, as I lay in his lap, look- 
ed upward and saw a narrow belt or scarf 
of silver fire stretching directly across the 
zenith, with its loose frayed ends slowly 
swaying to and fro down the slopes of the 
sky. Presently it began to waver, bend- 
ing back and forth, sometimes slowly, 
sometimes with a quick, springing motion, 
as if testing its elasticity; Now it took 
the shape of a bow, now undulated into 
Hogarth’s line of beauty, brightening and 
fading inits sinuous motion, and finally 
formed a shepherd’s crook, the end of 
which suddenly began to separate and fall 
off, as if driven by a strong wind, until the 
whole belt shot away in long, drifting 
lines of fierysnow. It then gathered again 
into a dozen dancing fragments, which 
alternatly advanced and retreated, shot 
hither and thither, against and across each 
other, blazed out in yellow and rosy gleams 
or paled again playing a thousand fantas- 
tic pranks, as if guided by some wild whim. 

We lay silent with upturned faces, 
watching this wonderful spectacle. Sud- 
denly the scattered lights ran together, 
as by a common impulse, joined their bright 
ends, twisted them through each other, 
and fell in a broad luminous curtain straight 
downward through the air until its fringed 
hem swung apparently but a few yards 
| above our heads. This phenomenon was 
sv unexpected and startling that for a 
moment I thought our faces would be 
touched by the skirts of the glorious auro- 
ral drapery. It did not follow the spheric 
curve of the firmanent, but hung plumb 
from the zenith falling apparently, millions 
of leagues through the air, its folds gath- 
ered together among the stars, and its 
embroidery of flame sweeping the earth 
and shedding a pale unearthly radiance 
over the wasts ofsnow. A moment after- 
wards it was again drawn up, parted, wav- 
ed its flambeaux and shot its lances hither 
and thither, advancing and retreating as 
before. Anything so strange, so wonder- 
fal, so gloriously beautiful, I scarcely hope 
to see again.”

Victm—From evidence before 
the Coroner's jury, it appears that Mr. Joseph 
W. Finley, who committed suicide in this city 
on Tuesday, had been badly intoxicated on the 
day before bis death, and probably had not re 
covered from the effects of intoxication at the 
time of committing the fatal deed. He was a 
native of Baltimore, and about 50 years of age. 
Mr. Obarles Wallace testified that “ He was a 
man of extreme delicacy of feeling and amiable 
disposition; his only fault was his occasional 
indulgence in habits of intemperance.” Pecu- 
niary difficulty had its influence in causing the 
depreesion that led to the rash act. He had 
in his pocket a reproachtul letter concerning a 
small amonnt which he owed. One cannot for- 
bear a feeling of respect for such sensitiveness 
compared with the effrontery of brazen men, 
who make a business of contracting debts with 
no thought of paying them. Such men are 
so happily framed that they are in no danger 
of being driven to commit suicide. 


Letter from Grass Valley. 


Grass Va.uey, July 8, 1857. 

Eprrors Paciric: I inclose à copy of an 
address by Rev. J. H. Warren, at the laying 
of a corner-stone for the new Congregational 
Church edifice in Nevada. Many of your 
readers, on either coast, will be interested in it, 
as embodying the history and the hopes of this 
pioneer church. It has suffered and struggled, 
and has now seemingly a bright future in store. 

The exercises were attended by many of the 
citizens of the place. Before the address, Rev. 
Mr. Kellogg, of Grass Valley, read select pas- 
sages of scripture, and offered prayer. The 
choir of the church executed several anthems, 
in their own finished style, and a row of charm- 


ing misses sang sweetly the national hymn. 
At the conclusion of the address, the crowd 
present went up and laid their offerings on the 
corner stone, which amounted to the handsome 
sum of $100. In the stone had been deposi- 
ted the usual complement of documents; among 
other things, copies of the Holy Bible, the | 
confession of faith of the church, a history of 
the church, an engraving of the od edifice, an 
engraving of Nevada before the great tire, aud 
the following periodicals: the Nevada Jour- 
nal, the Nevada Democrat, the Grass Valley 
Telegraph, the Mining Journal, tue Pacific, 
the California Advocate, The Pucific Methodist, 
the Weekly Gleaner, the Independent, and the 
Home Missionary; also, the Nevada Directory 
There were added the original draft of the 
constitution of the Generul Association of 
California, the minutes of the first Ordaining 
Council on the Pacific coast, held in Sacra- 
ramento, and the minutes of the Council which 
installed the present pasior.

Letter trom Oroville. 


July 6, 1857. 

Epitors Paciric: The cares of business and 
incessant toil have prevented my contributing 
to your valuable paper since Oroville became 
myhome. And I write now for the purpose 
of impartiog at least a tithe of information re- 
specting our beautiful mining city. I employ 
the word beautiful as deecriptive of its local- 
ity and surrounding scenery, which are indeed 
attractive and beautiful, and constitute a re- 
deeming quality in its character. A reſer- 


ence to the celebration of the glorious Fourth 
may give you an idea of the proclivities of the 
mass of our population. The weleome dawn 
of that day was greeted here by the ringing of 
the bell and the . of a cannoa, which 
performances ended only iu noise and smoke 
no one having received a mutilated body or 
shattered hand. No preparation had been 
made for a patriotic observance of that day, 
— 2 inclination — wre 
rated it—a portion wing the ironi- 
cal advice of one of our dailies, to fill them- 
selves to the brim with poisoned whisky, riet 
in the streets, and roll in the gutters, &c., &c. 
Nothing occurred, however, through the day 
to inspire sensations of unusal horror; but 
during the closing hours of evening a scene 
was enacted in one of our “ places of 
resort,” which resulted fatally to ene of the 
principal actors. Thornton, the murdered man, 
was, ita the victim of revenge. Lim- 
erick, the murderer, is emphatically a notorious 
character among us, and might have been sup- 
posed capable of committing such a horrible 
deed; from the known character of the officers of 
the law in this place, we feel well 
that justice will be meted out to wretch, 
whose hands are dyed in the blood of a better 
man. Lawyers are plenty here; and there are 
some among them whose sympathetic services 
in such a case would tend to wrest from maud- 
lin-brained jurors their remaining spark of in- 
telligence. 1 have said there were no prepar- 
ations made for a patriotic celebration of the 
Fourth; yet there were such ions made 
as almost always accompany like scenes to the 
one above mentioned. 

I am most credibly informed that from one 
wholesale liquor establishment in this place 
there was sold, on the third of July, $700 
worth of liquors to the smaller grogeries and 
topers in and about town. This deadly work 
of wholesale ruin were enough—quite b 
—fer the most abandoned; but — te 
this case, the vender of so much poison is a 
professing Christian, and a member of one of 
our charches, the crime appears more enor- 


mous; yet, in justice to our “wholesale and re- 
tail” brother, ht to remark that quite re- 
cently he has his store o. on the 


Christian Sabbath; or, in conjunction with 
several prominent merchants in town, he; has 
consented to sell no intoxicating drinks after 


drink. 

‘The mention of this late improvement among 
our merchants leads us to sp- ak more directly 
of the religious element in our community.

When in Congress, as well as in the Legis- 
lature of my well-beloved native State, my 
opiniens were not concealed from my constitu- 
ents.

the time of Polk—had admitted, that Con- 
gress had the power to prohibit the extension 
sion of slavery to Free Territory. By these 
declarations, opposition was stimulated, and 
sometimes unmeasured denunciation followed. 
But upon appealing to Cesar from the politi- 
cians, to patriotic Whigs and Democrats—to 
the people — I was triumphantly sustained. 
When I advocated the right of the people of 
California to enter the Union as a Free State, 
I was threatened with the loss of the confidence 
of my constitaents—but, against furious oppo- 
sition, I was sustuined. 

After the enormous outrage perpetrated by 
the repeal of the Missouri Compromise, as a 
private citizen, I never spoke otherwise than in 
terms of the most decided condemnation of 
thatact. I know there are thousands and tens 
of thousands of men in the Southern country 
who concur with me in this condemnation. It 
was « violation of faith; a scheme of politi- 
cians to obtain Southern favor, at the risk of 
creating sectional divisions, with the hope of 
securing their own personal randisement. 
It bas produced nothing but discord and sec- 
tional strife. It was as startling and as repre- 
hensible as the doctrines of the Ostend Circu- 
lar—doctrines -which, if carried out by oar 
goverumeot, will bring us into collision with, 
and degrade us in the estimation of. the civil- 
ized world. 

Iam not able now to remember any other 
great question of National character which 
has excited the attention or divided the opinion 
of our countrymen for some years past. The

A friend whe has been favored with a small 
quantity of this seed, has applied to us for in- 
formation as to the mode of cultivating the 
plant. The only article we have been able to 
find on the subject is the one given below, which | , 
we find in the Dela ware (Ohio) Gazette, where 


it was published about the season of planting. 


As that season is now past, much of tbe infor- 
mation given will be of but little use at pre- 
sent, but may be useful hereafter, as we have 


no doubt the plant will be extensively cultiva. 


ted in this State as soon as ceed can be pro- 


cared. The information sought by our friend, 


is, whether the Ackers should be removed from 
the stalk. On this point the writer gives no 
instructions, though be recommends thinning 
out at the second hoeing. But he recommends 
planting six to eight seeds in a hill. Our friend 
planted three, and now some of the hills yield 
twenty stalks. From this we infer that, under 
our genial climate, the rich soil of California 


yields more stalks to the seed than the soil of 


our Eastern States. In this opinion we ure 
confirmed by a gentleman gecustomed to the 
cultivation of broom corn, a plant of similar 
neture to the Sorgho. The California farmer 


should take this difference into account.
